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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): The amendment is sufficient to withdraw the 1 12, 1st 
rejection of claim 55 as set forth in section 4 of the Final Rejection. Additionally, appficanfs arguments with respect to the resilient 
template surface being a polymer foam or a screen have been found persuasive. However, the arguments with respect to the resilient 
surface being a silicone rubber have not been found persuasive. Specifically, the prior art teaches the use of release template surfaces. 
Since silicone rubber is a known release material, it would have been obvious to employ a silicone rubber surface as a release material. 
While the prior art teaches release materials, it does not teach or property suggest resilient materials comprising foams or screens as 
presently claimed. The claims reciting silicone njbber are rejected since it would have been obvious to employ the silicone rubber as a 
release material. That it would also be inherently resilient is an added feature not necessarily contemplated by the prior art, but still 
rendered obvious over the prior art. Applicant's motivation need not be the same as the prior art's. Hence, the claims reciting the polymer 
foam and the screen are now objected to as containing allowable subject matter, while the claims reciting a resilient material, in general, 
or a silicone rubber material, in specific, are rejected under 103 as set forth in the Final Rejection. 
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
